Thank you very much for your interest in adding to the 
North Carolina paper money section of iiiy book. Your remarks about 
the book are most appreciated. 

It is desirable that I further clarify your information 
and I hope you will obtain for me xerox copies of the notes you list. 

I am sure the Old Salem Museum will cooperate. Will you ask them? 

I find the animals, etc., are difficult to identify. For 
example, my corrections show the 1754 1 sh as a bear and the 8d as 
a boar. I have 26 sh 8d as the denomination with the bible rather 
than 6 sh 8d. The monogram should be identified on the 1 sh of 1754 
as it makes three designs on that denomination. 

In the 1748 issue you have solved the problem of totals. 
There were apparently 2,000 pieces of the 15 sh issued even though 
the statute is silent as to amount. 

As to Blue counterfeit detectors for Continentals, I believe 
each issue has a mention of it in the text, but you are right that 
this should be expanded in explanation and the specific notes listed 
in other than the "unsigned" category. 

Please let me hear from you further and let’s get the 1748 
and 1754 issues right. Perhaps the State Museum will give us xerox 
copies of their 1748 and 1754 issues and perhaps other unlisted items 
or unillustrated issues.

All normal notes are numbered in red ink and one signature is 
in red ink. Your nunA>er and both signatures are in brown ink. 

1 suspect the signatures are forgeries. What do you think? The 
detector bill is genuine. There are no genuinely signed detector bills 
that I know of. 

The bill you sent is returned herewith and I hope I have been
